
INTERESTING FOREIGN ITEMS.

Thh Prrss in Faanc.. A recent French state-
ment Is thug summed up br an English lournal:
"Thorny are tho paths trod by frentleinen ot the
press tu France indcr Napoleon 111. Durin?
the year which has just terminated thero haVe
Wen twenty-on- e warnings, sixteen trials

by condeuitmtions, two soizurps, tour
suppressions, and two 'Interdictions of terri-
tory,' to say nothing of the capricious confisca-
tions to which foreign journals are daily ex-

posed. The Judicial condemnations of 1805
represent in fines 10,176 francs (not including
law costs), and in imprisonment eltrbt year?,
four months, and twenty-on- e days. Editors
have haa to pay Cl'i.l franc, and to utnlerRO
tipht months of prison; printers. 1260 Iranrs
and three months and fllteeu days or prison, and
writers, 2H00 trancs and seven years, tive
months, and six days of prison. The chief re-

sult ot this severity has been to confer import-
ance on individuals who would otherwise have
been insijrolticHnt. and to give a wide circulation
to writings which otherwise would have been
lllttlo read."

Servants' Gbatuitt h. The Paris correspon-
dent of the London Star writes: -- "One of the
fractional miseries of Paris lite undeuiably is
the txmr-boi- re which custom compels you to
liana to every cabman, waiter at the restaurants,
bojUteepers at the theatres, etc. A traveller,
recently arrived, calculated that by this system,
a day in Purls costs, at the 1 jwest computation,
4f. 60c. in pour-boir- Statistics inform us that
the sum daily received in theie crashes at
cafes, theatres, restaurants, hotols. ruTF!iiy tor-min- i,

and public conveyances, amount to one
million that i?, 10.000, which, multiplied by

A Strono Room. A strong room recently
constructed for a London Bank is thus de-

scribed: The walls, two feet thick, are formed
of hard bricks, laid in cement, and wltb hoop-iro- n

worked in. The room in lined throughout with
wroupht iron half an inch thick. Tiiere are two

.doors the outer a strong iron one with two
locks, and the inner one of combined steel and
iron of extraordinary strength, with two locks
thiowing ten bolts. A fate placed inside, weigh-
ing cicht tons and throwing twenty bolts, con-
tains the cash and securities. An alarm in the
resident clerk's bed-roo- is attached to the
inside oliuv" strong room, so that if the outer
door is opened a gong is set going. A porter
sleeps on a bed in front of the outer door, and
by pulling a handle he can set the al irm oil' if
necessary, and thero is a watchmua always on
duty.

A New IIousEsnoa. A Paris blacksmith has
invented a new system of shoeing horses. In-
stead of the shoe being placed on the hoof, and
burning its own resting-plac- e, the outside of tae
hoof is cut away around the foot to the depth of
half an Inch; this leaves a ledge, into which the
shoe fits, and is then flush with the frog, which
just touches the ground, instead ot being
raised, as of old, by the shoe. The advantages
of this arc that the foot is little pared, and that
instead of a heavy shoe the animal is shod in
what are little more than racing plates. The
advantages claimed by the inventor are, that
the horse never slips, that the shoe allows the
foot to expand naturally, and that it lasts us
long, aud is as cheap as the old plan.

Photogbapht in Astronomy. At a recent
meeting of the Royal Astronomical 8ocioty in
England, Mr. De La" line stated that his hopes
with regard to the use ot photography in astro-
nomical observntions had been confirmed, and
that the Lunar Committee of the liritiah Asso-
ciation bad resolved to make use of photographs
to prepare an accurate outline map of the moon.
Sections of these photographs, are to be distri-bate- d

among observers, who will occupy them-
selves with tilling in the details of the several
parts of the inner surfaee. A series of zones
being agreed on, each observer will huvo a zone
assigned him, at which he will be expected to
work whenever k may be visible

Penalty fob Working on a 8aint's Day. A
Protestant has juft been fined one franc in Paris
lor working; on Ail 8uint Day. An appeal was
mnde to the Correctional police, but tho court
declared that the lact being proved, aud All
Saints' Day being one of the public holidays re-
cognized by the iStuto, the churgo constituted an
inlraction of the law ot November 18, 11 1; and
it consequently continued the i.revious decUiou.
The appeal ts to be carried still higher.

WnoLESAtB Slaughter. At a recent bunt
in the north of Eniflaud, 4011 pheasants ami
6000 hares and rabbits were slaughtered.
It is estimated that the number killed were
about one-thir-d the nuiaber reared, so that
iu the preserve there must have been 14,ooo
pheasants and 15,000 hares and rabbits. To
jtrow grain for the support ot t be birds would
require the cultivation of 210 acres, and for the
bareB aud rabbits 1100 acres.

Thb British Busaet. Some of the London
papers are dlssatisded with the estimates lor themilitary service, because the reduction is only
JtlO.000 in all. But the Patriot comforts itself bv
saying that "the army is gradually disbanding
iicii, recruits are not to be got on existing
terms, and that will be increasingly tbe case as
the intelligence and prosperity of tho laboring
classes inereaKe."
